(Currently Amended) A method as defined in claim 1, wherein the 
trigger information forms part of a trigger file separate from the media composition . 

9. (Currently Amended) An apparatus comprising: 

a processor system including a memory in a media decoder to be 
coupled to a media presentation device ;

generate trigger information based on metadata associated with 
a media composition; and 

receive trigger information associated with presenting 
secondary content in association with a media presentation, at least 
some of the trigger information to trigger presentation of some of the 
secondary content based on metadata describing a characteristic of the 
media composition; 

retrieve the secondary content in response to a trigger at the 
media decoder based on the trigger information, the secondary content 
being received at the media decoder separately from the media 
composition; and 

synchronize a presentation of survey information the secondary

present survey information associated with the media composition 
based on the trigger information and the metadata. 

124. (Withdrawn) An apparatus as defined in claim 123, wherein the at least 
a portion of a media composition comprises at least one of video media, audio media, 
graphics media, textual media, and still picture media. 
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125. (Withdrawn) An apparatus as defined in claim 123, wherein the 
instructions stored in the memory enable the processor system to retrieve the media 
composition, the trigger file, and the survey information independent from one 
another. 

126. (Withdrawn) An apparatus as defined in claim 123, wherein the survey 
information includes survey questions associated with the media composition. 

127. (Withdrawn) An apparatus as defined in claim 123, wherein the 
instructions stored in the memoiy enable the processor system to synchronize a 
presentation of the survey information with a presentation of the media composition 
based on the trigger information. 

128. (Withdrawn) An apparatus as defined in claim 123, wherein the 
instructions stored in the memory enable the processor system to pause the 
presentation of the media composition based on the trigger information. 

129. (Withdrawn) An apparatus as defined in claim 123 wherein the 
instructions stored in the memory enable the processor system to extract temporal 
information and spatial information associated with the survey information. 
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130. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium having instructions stored 
thereon that, when executed, cause a machine to: 

present at least a portion of a media composition; 

extract trigger information and metadata associated with the media 
composition from a trigger fde; and 

present survey information associated with the media composition 
based on the trigger information and the metadata. 

131. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium as defined in claim 130 
having instructions stored thereon that, when executed, cause the machine to present 
at least one of video media, audio media, graphics media, textual media, and still 
picture media associated with the media composition. 

132. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium as defined in claim 130 
having instructions stored thereon that, when executed, cause the machine to retrieve 
the media composition, the trigger file, and the survey information independent from 
one another. 

133. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium as defined in claim 130 
having instructions stored thereon that, when executed, cause the machine to extract 
survey question associated with the media composition from the survey information. 
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134. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium as defined in claim 130 
having instructions stored thereon that, when executed, cause the machine to 
synchronize a presentation of the survey information with a presentation of the media 
composition based on the trigger information. 

135. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium as defined in claim 130 
having instructions stored thereon that, when executed, cause the machine to pause 
the presentation of the media composition based on the trigger information. 

136. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium as defined in claim 130 
having instructions stored thereon that, when executed, cause the machine to extract 
temporal information and spatial information associated with the survey information. 
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137. (Previously Presented) A method as defined in claim 1, wherein the 
trigger information includes conditional criteria indicating which survey question 
should subsequently be presented based on one or more respondent answers to one or 
more previous survey questions. 

138. (Previously Presented) An apparatus as defined in claim 9, wherein the 
trigger information includes conditional criteria indicating which survey question 
should subsequently be presented based on one or more respondent answers to one or 
more previous survey questions. 

139. (Previously Presented) A computer readable medium as defined in 
claim 18, wherein the trigger information includes conditional criteria indicating 
which survey question should subsequently be presented based on one or more 
respondent answers to one or more previous survey questions.

140. (New) A method as defined in claim 1 , wherein the characteristic of 
the media composition is at least one of a blank frame, a scene change, or an audio 
event in the media composition. 
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
